1.0  INTRODUCTION 


The  1983/8^  Alberta  Downhill  Ski  Market  Analysis  study  was  designed  to  obtain 
data  on  downhill  skiing  by  Alberta  residents  and  non-residents.  Data  were 
collected  on  days  skied,  locations  skied,  length  of  last  trip,  and  particulars  of  the 
last  trip  such  as  type  of  accommodation,  mode  of  travel,  use  of  package,  trip  and 
discretionary  expenditures,  number  of  household  members  in  party,  and  socio- 
economic classification. 

In  designing  the  methodology  for  this  study  particular  importance  was  attached 
to  obtaining  respondents'  recall  of  recent  activities.  Accordingly  the  skiing 
season  was  divided  into  five  periods,  interviews  were  spread  throughout  the  year 
and  respondents  reported  on  the  most  recent  period  in  which  they  had  skied.  The 
aim  was  to  obtain  projectable  data  with  a  minimum  of  recall/memory  error. 


2.0  APPROACH 


2.1  Study  method 

This  study  involved  two  parts: 

•  Telephone  interviews  with  Alberta  resident  skiers 

•  On-site  personal  interviews  with  non-resident  skiers  at  four. 
Rocky  Mountain  ski  (RMS)  resorts, 

2.2  Time  frame 

For  the  purpose  of  reporting  skiing  the  ski  season  was  divided  into  five  periods 
(all  dates  are  inclusive): 

•  Start-Up    (reported    skiing    between    start    of    season  and 
December  26,  198^) 

•  Christmas/New  Year  (reported  skiing  between  December  27, 
1983  and  January  2,  1984) 

•  Early  Winter  (reported  skiing  between  January  3,  1984  and 
February  6,  1984) 

•  Late  Winter  (reported  skiing  between  February  7,  1984  and 
March  16,  1984) 

•  Spring  (reported  skiing  between  March  17,  1984  and  April  30, 
1984). 

On-site  interviews  (with  non-resident  skiers)  were  conducted  during  the 
Christmas/New  Year,  Early  Winter,  Late  Winter  and  Spring  periods. 
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Telephone  interviews  (with  resident  skiers)  were  conducted  in  four  waves  timed 
to  reflect  skiing  activity  in  the  preceding  reporting  periods  listed  above;  i.e.: 

•  Wave  1  -  Post  Christmas/New  Year 

Telephone  interviews  conducted  between  January       198^  and 
January  19,  198^. 

•  Wave  2  -  Post  Early  Winter 

Telephone  interviews  conducted  between  February  6,  198^^  and 
February  1^,  198^. 

•  Wave  3  -  Post  Late  Winter 

Telephone  interviews  conducted  between  March  19,  198^  and 
April  5,  198^. 

•  Wave  4  -  Post  Spring 

Telephone  interviews  conducted  between  April  16,  198^  and 
May  3,  198^^. 

As  pre-testing  was  still  being  completed,  there  was  no  specific  interview  wave 
conducted  to  cover  the  start-up  reporting  period. 

Waves  of  interviewing  were  used  to  minimize  the  memory/recall  demands  made 
on  participants.  It  is  known  that  recall  generally  deteriorates  with  time, 
therefore  responses  obtained  close  to  the  actual  downhill  skiing  experience  would 
be  expected  to  contain  less  recall  error  than  responses  obtained  some  time  after 
downhill  skiing  (e.g.  waves  should  introduce  less  recall  error  than  end  of  season 
interviewing). 
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The  problem  of  interviewing  in  waves,  and  defining  reporting  periods,  is  that  the 
incidence  of  qualified  respondents  declines  as  the  reporting  period  shortens.  It 
will  be  harder  to  find  respondents  who  have  downhill  skied  in  a  specific  reporting 
period  than  to  find  respondents  who  have  downhill  skied  any  time  in  the  season. 

To  meet  this  problem  the  following  procedure  was  adopted.  Households  were 
first  qualified  by  asking  whether  any  household  member  over  the  age  of  12  had 
downhill  skied  this  season.  Within  each  qualified  household  an  eligible 
respondent  (i.e.  a  person  over  the  age  of  12  who  had  downhill  skied  this  season) 
was  selected  (details  of  the  selection  process  appear  in  3.1.2  below).  The  eligible 
respondent  was  asked  to  report  on  his  or  her  downhill  skiing  activities  in  the 
most  recent  reporting  period  during  which  he  or  she  had  downhill  skied. 

For  example,  if  a  household  telephoned  in  Wave  3  (Post  Late  Winter)  reported 
that  some  household  members  over  age  12  had  downhill  skied  this  season,  one  of 
these  downhill  skiing  household  members  would  become  the  designated 
respondent.  That  designated  respondent  would  be  asked  whether  he  or  she  had 
downhill  skied  between  February  7  and  March  16  (Late  Winter).  If  the 
respondent  had  not  downhill  skied  in  that  period  he  or  she  would  be  asked  about 
the  period  January  3  to  February  6  (Early  Winter);  if  the  respondent  had  not 
downhill  skied  in  that  period,  he  or  she  would  be  asked  about  December  27  to 
January  2  (Christmas/New  Year).  If  the  respondent  had  not  downhill  skied  in  any 
of  these  periods,  he  or  she  would  be  asked  about  the  period  from  the  start  of  the 
season  to  December  26  (Start-Up). 
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Respondents  who  had  downhill  skied  but  not  in  the  most  recent  reporting  period 
are  termed  "passbacks"  in  this  report.  These  passbacks  are  not  used  in 
determining  period  by  period  incidence  of  downhill  skiing,  but  are  used  in 
describing  downhill  skier  and  skier  day  characteristics  (this  process  is  discussed 
in  more  detail  in  5.0  below).  The  advantage  of  the  passback  procedure  is  that  all 
respondents  report  on  their  most  recent  downhill  skiing  experience,  but  the  cost 
of  contacting  those  who  have  not  downhill  skied  in  the  most  recent  reporting 
period  is  not  wasted.  This  procedure  realises  substantial  savings  as  the  season 
progresses  (e.g.  respondents  interviewed  in  Spring  may  have  no  Spring  downhill 
skiing  to  report,  but  can  contribute  by  reporting  their  earlier  skiing  experiences). 
While  passbacks  have  a  longer  recall  period  than  non-passbacks  (and  their  reports 
could  therefore  be  expected  to  contain  greater  memory/recall  error),  they  are 
reporting  on  their  most  recent  downhill  skiing  which  can  be  expected  to  be 
salient  for  them  and  thus  less  prone  to  memory/recall  error.  In  practice  there 
was  no  evidence  that  passbacks  suffered  greater  memory/recall  error  than  other 
respondents  (see  5.2  below). 

2.3     Sample  size 

A  total  of  707  usable  interviews  were  conducted  with  resident  Albertan  downhill 
skiers;  185  were  passbacks,  522  reported  downhill  skiing  in  the  most  recent 
reporting  period. 
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In  addition  1,116  usable  interviews  were  conducted  with  non-residents  skiing  in 
Alberta  on  the  four  Rocky  Mountain  Ski  hills  as  follows: 

Sunshine  Village  321 

Skiing  Louise  372 

Mt.  Norquay  191 

Marmot  Basin  232 
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3.0  RESIDENT  SKIERS 

3.1  Sample  design 

This  sample  was  a  multi-stage  probability  sample.  In  the  first  stage  a  random 
sample  of  Albertan  households  with  listed  telephone  numbers  was  drawn.  In  the 
second  stage  a  qualified  respondent  within  the  household  was  randomly  selected. 

3.1.1  Household  selection 

The  master  frame  consisted  of  residential  numbers  in  all  Alberta  telephone 
directories.  After  duplicate  listings  of  certain  communities  had  been  deleted,  all 
Alberta  directories  (white  pages  only)  were  combined  into  a  single  master 
directory  for  the  Province.  As  always  with  telephone  directory  samples,  unlisted 
households  (whether  voluntarily  unlisted  or  unlisted  as  a  result  of  recent 
relocation)  are  automatically  excluded  from  selection  and  multiple  listed 
households  have  an  increased  probability  of  selection. 

Computer  generated  random  numbers  were  used  to  select  page  numbers  from  the 
master  directory  and  within  each  selected  page  to  select  a  starting  column  and 
line.  One  thousand  such  random  starting  points  were  selected.  Each  starting 
point  and  the  next  nine  telephone  numbers  were  chosen.  This  provided  a  sample 
of  [0,000  telephone  numbers.  The  order  of  these  numbers  within  the  frame  then 
was  randomised. 
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3.1.2  Respondent  selection 

If  a  household  qualified  (i.e.  at  least  one  person  in  the  household,  over  the  age  of 
12,  had  skied  this  season),  a  respondent  was  randomly  selected  using  one  of  the 
modified  Troldahl-Carter  grids  (see  Exhibit  1).  This  required  that  the 
interviewer  asked  the  person  answering  the  phone  "How  many  people  in  your 
household  aged  12  years  and  older  have  downhill  skied  this  season"  and  "how 
many  of  these  are  male."  The  answers  to  these  questions  provided  the 
interviewer  with  a  specific  designated  respondent  who  was  an  active  skier.  Only 
that  person  could  be  interviewed  within  that  household.  No  interview  could  be 
conducted  with  any  other  household  member.  If  the  designated  respondent  was 
unavailable  an  appointment  was  made  to  call  back  at  another  time. 

There  were  twelve  Troldahl-Carter  grids  in  all.  Each  questionnaire  had  one  grid 
attached.  Grids  were  rotated  evenly  across  the  sample.  Across  all  grids  every 
qualified  downhill  skier  within  the  household  had  an  equal  probability  of 
becoming  the  designated  respondent  (the  only  exception  being  households  with 
seven  or  more  active  downhill  skiing  members  over  the  age  of  12).

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3.2     Data  collection 

All  interviews  with  resident  skiers  were  conducted  from  Market  Facts'  Edmonton 
CLT  (Central  Location  Telephone  Interviewing)  facility  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Edmonton  field  manager.  The  questionnaires  used  appear  in  Appendix  1.  The 
field  manager  was  personally  briefed  and  then  briefed  all  interviewers.  In 
particular,  the  interviewers  were  familiar  with  the  key  distinction  between  "days 
skied"  as  used  in  Questions  3b  to  3f  and  "last  trip"  as  used  in  Questions  3g  and 
subsequently.  During  the  interview,  interviewers  checked  and  queried  total  days 
skied,  days  skied  at  weekend  and  days  skied  during  the  week  for  mutual 
consistency  and  against  days  skied  at  specific  destinations.  Supervision  and 
monitoring  of  interviews  were  on  going  throughout  the  fieldwork. 

In  each  of  the  four  data  collection  periods  (Waves  1  to  ^)  telephone  numbers 
were  drawn  from  the  frame  until  175  completed  interviews  had  been  obtained. 
All  numbers  taken  from  the  frame  were  dialled  up  to  three  times.  Interviews 
were  spread  as  evenly  as  possible  over  weekday  evenings  (i.e.  Monday  to 
Thursday).  The  actual  distribution  of  completed  interviews  obtained  was:

Tuesday  167 

Wednesday  179 

Thursday  196

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Each  questionnaire  was  individually  reviewed  by  the  project  management  team. 
This  led  to  the  exclusion  of  a  few  professional  skiers  and  some  recoding  of 
expenditure  items  (for  example,  when  lift  ticket  costs  were  clearly  the  cost  of  a 
season  ticket  and  not  solely  related  to  the  last  trip).

Village,  Marnnot  Basin  and  Mount  Norquay,  these  being  identified  as  the  major 
destinations  for  non-Albertan  skiers. 

Interview  dates  for  each  location  were  selected  by  a  stratified  random  sampling 
procedure.  No  interviews  were  conducted  during  Start-Up.  All  days  within  each 
of  the  four  interviewing  periods  (Christmas/New  Year,  Early  Winter,  Late  Winter 
and  Spring)  were  listed  sequentially  as  week-days  (Monday-Friday)  or  weekends 
(Saturday  and  Sunday).  This  produced  eight  frames  -  Early  Winter  weekday, 
Early  Winter  weekend.  Late  Winter  weekday,  etc.  Within  each  of  these  frames 
days  were  numbered  sequentially,  except  for  the  last  day  which  was  reserved  as 
a  final  substitute  for  "down"  days. 

Thirty-two  random  numbers  were  generated  to  select  four  dates  from  each  of 
the  eight  frames  (as  some  of  the  random  numbers  could  be  the  same,  it  was 
possible  for  the  same  date  to  be  selected  more  than  once).  The  four  resorts  were 
numbered  from  1  to  ^;  the  first  number  drawn  from  each  of  the  eight  frames  was 
assigned  to  the  resort  numbered  "1",  the  second  to  the  resort  numbered  "2",  etc. 
This  ensured  that  for  each  resort,  within  each  period,  every  weekday  and  every 
weekend  day  had  an  equal  probability  of  selection  as  an  interviewing  date. 

If  interviewing  could  not  take  place  on  an  assigned  date  (i.e.  it  was  a  "down  day", 
defined  as  lifts  not  starting  until  afternoon,  or  other  external  conditions,  such  as 
extreme  cold,  prevented  interviewing),  the  next  available  date  within  the  same 
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frame  was  substituted.  In  this  way  a  weekday  upon  which  interviewing  cannot 
take  place  is  substituted  by  the  next  weekday  not  already  selected  for 
interviewing;  a  weekend  day  upon  which  interviewing  cannot  take  place  was 
substituted  by  the  next  weekend  day. 

Substitutions  for  the  selected  day  took  place  at: 

Marmot  Basin:  February  10th  was  selected  for  interviewing  but  ski 
races  were  taking  place  and  no  staff  was  available 
for  interviewing;  February  13th  was  substituted. 

Sunshine  Village:  February  12th  was  selected  for  interviewing  but 
staff  involvement  in  anniversary  events  scheduled 
during  the  week  of  February  6-12  prevented 
interviewing;  February  18th  was  substituted  (the 
next  available  weekend-day).

1^.2     Data  collection 


For  each  location  one  full  team  of  a  supervisor  and  three  or  four  interviewers 
was  recruited  and  trained.  Interviewers  were  supplied  by  the  sl<i  hill  operators 
from  among  their  employees.  Supervisors'  instructions  and  interviewers' 
instructions  appear  in  Exhibits  k  and  5.  The  questionnaire  used  appears  in 
Appendix  1. 

For  projection  purposes  a  census  was  attempted  at  each  location  on  the 
interview  dates.  The  aim  was  to  determine  the  total  number  of  skiers  that  day 
and  the  percentage  that  were  non-residents.  Originally,  the  plan  was  to  "tag" 
skiers  at  the  point  where  they  purchased  their  tickets,  using  one  colour  for  non- 
residents to  identify  them  for  a  follow-up  interview  and  another  colour  for 
residents  to  indicate  they  had  been  counted.  The  starting  and  ending  inventories 
of  tags,  by  colour,  would  have  determined  the  counts  for  the  day.  The  plan, 
however,  was  opposed  by  some  operators.  (Another  time,  this  method  has 
sufficient  merit  to  try  again,  particularly  if  the  tags  were  attached  to  the  lift 
tickets  in  advance  of  sale.)  An  alternative  was  tested,  using  special  cold 
weather  felt  tip  pens  to  mark  lift  tickets,  but  was  cumbersome  and  costly,  and 
did  not  provide  the  quick  identification  that  was  required.  The  heavy  flow  of 
skiers  at  peak  arrival  times  overwhelmed  the  number  of  interviewers  that  were 
provided  or  available  (their  official  duties  included  ski  patrol  and  ticket 
checking),  so  that  a  complete  census  was  not  possible.  In  practice  the  number  of 
skiers  on  the  hill  each  day  was  supplied  by  the  operator  from  ski  ticket  sales. 
The  percentage  of  non-resident  skiers  was  estimated  from  the  sample  screened 
by  interviewers  at  each  location.

THANK  RESPONDENT. 
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Systematic  sampling  was  attempted  but  pre-testing  showed  that  the  uneven  flow 
of  skiers,  their  enthusiasm,  weather  conditions  and  the  specific  layout  of  the  ski 
facilities  prevented  reliable  systematic  sampling.  Interviewers  were  instructed 
to  move  around  different  points  within  and  outside  the  ski  facilities  and  to 
interview  only  one  member  of  each  party.  The  supervisor  monitored  compliance 
with  these  requests.  Exhibit  6  shows  that  interviews  were  indeed,  spread  around 
the  facilities  (multiple  mentions  in  Exhibit  6  indicated  that  interviewers  even 
followed  respondents  during  the  interview).  The  use  of  non-professional 
interviewers  required  close  supervision  and  frequent  rebriefing  and  even 
retraining.  As  a  result  it  is  likely  that  minority  groups,  particularly  those  with 
language  problems,  may  be  underrepresented  in  the  achieved  sample. 

All  questionnaires  were  individually  reviewed  by  the  project  management  team 
for  inconsistencies.  If  these  could  not  be  clearly  resolved  the  inconsistent  data 
was  recoded  as  missing,  or  if  necessary  the  interview  was  excluded,

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5.0  PROJECTION;  RESIDENT  SKIERS 

5.1  ProjectinR  skier  days 

Four  geographic  origin  zones  were  defined:  Calgary  and  region  (local)  market, 
Edmonton  and  other  centres  (secondary)  market,  regional  market  and  hinterland 
(see  map  provided  by  Travel  Alberta  in  Exhibit  7a).  Telephone  exchanges  were 
mapped  onto  these  zones  as  closely  as  possible,  allowing  each  telephone 
interview  to  be  assigned  to  a  zone  (see  Exhibit  7b).  As  it  was  expected  that 
skiing  behaviour  would  differ  across  zones  and  time  periods,  projections  from  the 
sample  to  total  skier  days  were  made  within  each  zone  and  within  each  reporting 
period  separately.  Projection  factors  and  weights  were  defined  accordingly.

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5.1.3  Qualified  skiers  per  household 

Next,  it  is  necessary  to  estimate  the  number  of  qualified  skiers  per  qualified 
household  (for  each  zone  in  each  reporting  period).  Question  Id  gives  the  number 
of  persons  (over  age  12)  reported  to  have  skied  this  season  up  to  the  date  of  the 
interview.  Not  all  of  these  will  in  fact  be  eligible:  some  may  not  have  skied  in 
the  relevant  period  (i.e.  would  be  considered  as  passbacks)  others  may  not  in  fact 
be  over  12  years,  or  may  not  have  skied  at  all.

As  there  was  no  Post  Start-Up  interviewing  wave,  no  interviews  were 
specifically  conducted  for  that  period.  As  a  result  the  only  respondents 
reporting  skiing  during  Start-Up  are  those  passed  back  from  subsequent  periods. 
As  the  number  of  completed  interviews  in  Start-Up  is  zero,  the  methods 
described  above  cannot  be  applied.  Instead  for  Start-Up  the  qualification  rate  is 
estimated  as:

In  the  absence  of  fieldwork  conducted  for  Start-Up  this  is  the  best  estimate  of 
qualification  rate  that  we  can  make.  However  it  is  probably  an  under-estimate 
as  the  only  households  considered  qualified  by  this  formula  are  those  who  skied  in 
Start-Up  and  in  no  other  period  prior  to  the  date  of  interview. 


Similarly,  as  there  are  no  completed  interviews  for  Start-Up,  it  is  not  possible  to 
estimate  the  number  of  skiers  per  household  by  the  method  used  in  3.1.3. 
Instead,  for  Start-Up  projections,  the  number  of  household  members  on  the  last 
skiing  trip  taken  by  the  respondent  during  Start-Up  (Question  ^a)  was  used.  As 
this  includes  household  members  under  the  age  of  12,  it  may  be  an  over-estimate 
of  the  eligible  skiers  per  household.  This  could  go  some  way  to  compensate  for 
any  under-estimation  in  the  qualification  rate.  However,  it  is  likely  that 
estimates  for  Start-Up  are  less  accurate  than  those  for  other  periods. 
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3.2     Adjusted  projections  of  skier  days 

Projected  skier  days  using  the  methods  outlined  above  were  calculated  for  all 
major  ski  hills  and  compared  to  operators'  ticket  count  data  for  the  season 
(where  available).  In  some  cases  projected  skier-days  were  considerably  higher 
than  operators'  ticket  counts.  Even  after  ticket  counts  were  adjusted  to  reflect 
such  factors  or  season  ticket  use,  on-site  hotel  stays,  night  skiing,  under  12 
skiers  and  non-resident  days,  it  appeared  that  respondents  had  overstated  the 
days  skied,  particularly  at  the  more  prestigious  locations  (notably  Skiing  Louise). 

Previous  research  studies  have  commonly  found  overstatement  of  up  to  30%  in 
respondents'  reports  of  number  of  days  skied.  Indeed  the  major  reason  for 
interviewing  throughout  the  skiing  season  was  to  reduce  the  period  over  which 
respondents  had  to  recall  their  skiing  behaviour,  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the 
accuracy  of  the  data.  It  appears  however  that  respondents  may  have 
misreported  the  dates  of  their  skiing  (e.g.  a  skiing  trip  finishing  on  February  6,  in 
Early  Winter,  may  have  been  erroneously  reported  as  taking  place  in  Late 
Winter);  or  they  may  have  shifted  days  spent  at  less  well-known  hills  to  the  more 
prestigious  resorts;  or  they  may  simply  have  overstated  their  days  skiing. 
Attempts  to  isolate  the  source  of  overstatement  were  unsuccessful. 
Overstatement  was  not  reduced  if  excluding  "passbacks"  (whose  longer  recall 
period  might  be  expected  to  reduce  data  accuracy)  were  excluded,  nor  if 
"overnight  stay"  skiers  (who  might  have  reported  travel  days  as  skiing  days)  were 
excluded.

As  reliable  hill  count  data  was  available  for  the  five  Rocky  Mountain  ski  hills 
(Skiing  Louise,  Sunshine  Village,  Marmot  Basin,  Mount  Norquay  and  Fortress 
Mountain)  this  was  used  to  weight  all  skier  day  projections  involving  these  sites 
to  bring  them  to  the  adjusted  operators'  hill  count  totals. 

A  hill  count  of  Albertans  skiing  at  Montana  destinations  (in  aggregate)  was 
available.  As  industry  sources  reported  that  this  was  a  reliable  figure  initial 
projections  of  Montana  skier  days  were  weighted  to  this  hill  count.  For  other 
U.S.  destinations  the  sample  was  very  small  (l^f  respondents)  and  consequently 
reliable  projections  could  not  be  obtained.  For  consistency  all  skier  days  in  the 
U.S.  by  Albertans  were  weighted  by  the  same  weight  developed  for  Montana. 
Estimates  of  Albertans  skiing  in  British  Columbia  appeared  to  be  consistent  with 
the  sample  projections. 

For  Alberta  flatland  destinations  projected  skier  days  were  found  to  be  not 
unrealistic  when  compared  to  the  available  operators'  hill  counts  and  estimates 
for  non-reporting  ski  hills.  As  the  hill  counts  themselves  were  of  questionable 
accuracy  for  the  most  part,  indeed  for  many  sites  no  operator  data  are  available, 
flatland  projections  derived  from  the  sample's  reported  days  skiing  were  not 
further  weighted. 

In  all  cases  when  operators'  hill  counts  were  used  counts  were  taken  to  April  30 
(if  appropriate).  Counts  were  first  adjusted  (using  industry  estimates)  to  remove 
under  12  skiers,  to  add  season  ticket  usage,  to  include  any  on-site  hotel  guests 
and  to  exclude  non-residents. 
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The  adjustment  weights  used  appear  in  Exhibit  9.

5.3     Projecting  expenditures 

Expenditures  are  projected  by  calculating  expenditure  per  skier  per  day  (for  each 
respondent)  and  averaging  over  all  respondents.  Expenditures  per  day  was 
calculated  by  dividing  each  of  the  components  of  expenditures  on  the  last  trip 
(Qu.4e-5)  by  the  total  of  number  of  days  reported  downhill  skiing  on  the  last  trip 
(Qu.3i).  This  was  then  divided  by  the  reported  number  of  household  party 
members  (Qu.^a)  to  give  expenditures  per  skier  per  day.  Where  data  was 
inconsistent  or  not  reported,  expenditures  were  coded  as  missing.  Average 
expenditure  per  skier  per  day  is  then  multiplied  by  adjusted  projected  skier  days 
(estimated  or  described  in  5.1.^  and  5.2  above). 

As  a  footnote,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  expenditures  are  expressed  in 
Canadian  dollars. 
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3 A     Projecting  number  of  skiers 

If  the  period  by  period  approach  developed  above  is  applied  to  projected  number 
of  downhill  skiers,  the  projections  obtained  will  be  duplicated  counts.  That  is 
although  the  methods  described  above  can  project  the  number  of  downhill  skiers 
in  each  individual  period,  simple  aggregation  of  downhill  skiers  across  periods 
will  over-represent  those  who  downhill  ski  in  more  than  one  period:  the  total 
downhill  skier  count  will  be  duplicated.  (Notice  for  skier-days  this  is  not  a 
problem  as  a  duplicated  count  is  required:  two  skier-days  are  two  skier-days 
whether  skied  as  2  days  by  1  skier  or  1  day  by  each  of  2  skiers). 

To  obtain  an  unduplicated  downhill  skier  count  projections  were  made  as  follows. 

5.^.1  Unduplicated  count 

An  unduplicated  count  requires  that  the  data  be  treated  on  an  annual  basis. 
However  in  each  reporting  period  a  different  number  of  attempts  were  made  to 
yield  approximately  equal  numbers  of  completed  interviews.  As  a  result,  over 
the  year,  waves  when  there  were  few  qualified  respondents  are  over-represented. 
This  is  counteracted  by  weighting  all  interviews  by  the  reciprocal  of  the  number 
of  attempts.  To  simplify  the  analysis  "passbacks"  (i.e.  respondents  who  did  not 
report  downhill  skiing  during  the  period  immediately  prior  to  the  interview  but 
who  had  downhill  skied  in  an  earlier  period)  were  excluded  and  Start-Up  was 
considered  as  part  of  the  Christmas/New  Year  period.

The  number  of  resident  downhill  skiers  in  Alberta  was  estimated  by  establishing 
a  qualification  rate  and  an  estimate  of  eligible  downhill  skiers  per  household 
from  the  Post-Spring  interviews.  As  all  other  interviews  were  conducted  during 
the  skiing  season,  this  is  the  only  available  estimate  of  qualification  (i.e. 
downhill  skiing  participation)  over  the  entire  season:

Termination  of  2A  and  2B  is  the  number  of  interviews  in  the  Post-Spring  wave 
which  were  terminated  at  Question  2A  or  2B  (i.e.  where  the  designated 
respondent  was  not  eligible  to  be  interviewed).  Notice  that  once  we  start  to 
estimate  annual  downhill  skiers  (as  opposed  to  period  by  period)  passbacks  (PB) 
become  eligible.  Passbacks  did  downhill  ski  this  season;  they  did  not  downhill  ski 
in  Spring,  but  did  downhill  ski  in  an  earlier  period.  Therefore  PB  appears  in  the 
numerator  of  the  formula. 

In  effect  the  end  of  the  year  sample  is  used  to  estimate  the  annual  number  of 
downhill  skiers  and  the  period  by  period  samples  to  estimate  the  characteristics 
of  downhill  skiers  in  those  periods.  This  avoids  duplication  by  taking  the  total 
head  count  from  the  season  end  sample,  and  reduces  recall  problems  by  using 
data  collected  throughout  the  year. 
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5A.2  Projection  factors  for  skiers 

The  final  weights  for  unduplicated  skier  projections,  and  the  components  of  these 
weights  appear  in  Exhibit  10. 

The  skier  projection  then  has  two  parts.  First,  in  each  period  each  respondent  is 
weighted  by  the  reciprocal  of  the  number  of  attempts  made  that  period  (to 
counteract  the  greater  number  of  attempts  made  in  low  incidence  periods). 
Second,  results  are  projected  by  multiplying  by  the  inverse  of  the  sampling  ratio. 
In  this  case  the  sampling  ratio  is  the  number  of  downhill  skiers  interviewed  over 
the  year  (weighted  by  the  number  of  attempts  over  period  as  above)  divided  by 
the  number  of  downhill  skiers  in  Alberta. 

The  projection  factor  obtained  expands  the  skier  characteristics  of  our  sample  to 
the  population  of  downhill  skiers  as  estimated  in  5 A. I.

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6.0  PROJECTIONS:  NON-RESIDENT  SKIERS 

6.1  Projecting  skier-days 

Total  non-resident  skier  days  was  estimated  from  the  adjusted  hill  counts 
provided  by  the  Rocky  Mountain  ski  hill  operators  (the  adjustments  made  to  the 
hill  counts  are  described  in  5.2  above).  First,  for  each  hill  at  which  on-site 
interviewing  took  place  (Skiing  Louise,  Marmot  Basin,  Sunshine  Village  and 
Mount  Norquay)  the  incidence  of  non-resident  skiers  (as  obtained  from  the 
sample  screening)  was  averaged  over  all  interviewing  days  to  give  an  overall  non- 
resident incidence  estimate.  Second,  this  was  multiplied  by  the  adjusted 
operators'  hill  counts  for  each  period  (for  weekend  and  weekday)  to  give  the 
required  estimate  of  total  non-resident  skier  days  for  each  hill  in  each  period. 

A  projection  factor  to  expand  reported  non-resident  skier-days  from  the  sample 
to  the  total  population  was  simply  the  total  non-residents'  skier  days  (as  reported 
in  Qu.3a),  for  each  hill  in  each  period,  divided  by  the  total  skier  days  reported  by 
the  non-residents  interviewed,  i.e.

Average 
expenditure  per  day  was  calculated  by  dividing  each  of  the  components  of 
expenditure  (Qu.^c  to  5b),  by  the  number  of  days  in  the  area  (Qu.3a).  This  was 
then  divided  by  the  reported  number  of  household  party  members  (Qu.3d),  to  give 
expenditure  per  skier  per  day.  Where  data  was  inconsistent  or  not  reported, 
expenditures  were  coded  as  missing.  Average  expenditures  per  skier  per  day  is 
then  multiplied  by  projected  ski-days  as  found  in  6.1  above.
